THE MANUFACTURE OF BBI- 
QUETTES IN JAPAN. 
A PRIMITIVE INDUBTEY. 
Our Spesial Correspondent sends wa the 
following notes from Nagasaki ~— 


The manufacture of fuel in blocks oom- 
posed chiefly of oval dust is an old establish- 
ed industry of Nagasaki, Surface. coal has 
heen in domestic use for many yeara—proba- 
ble huodreds—in that neighboarhood, and 
the otilisation of dust haa apparently been 
a distinct branch of the trade at any rate 
earlier than mining or:any other western 
jnnovation. Several primitive ‘ briquettes 
factories’ axe fo be seen sbout Nagasaki. 
There is no expensive machinery, as at the 
“Chorbonnages! place in Kowloon ; no ataff 
-to speak of, no shareholders or mortageee. 
There is 2 plain ordinary Japaneas coolie, 
with his wife and more or lees family ; there 
isa mud shanty with a straw thatch ; thore 
isa drying-ground twenty fect equard, with 
a storing shed of bambuo in the corner; and 
there is a net profit of about $10 a month 
ateady which represents, as compared with. 
the capital sunk in the concern, about 6000 
sper-eont more than European compaties 
sometimes olear, ‘The businese is very 
simple, The man gete sveopings of - coal 
dust brought to bim from various souroes— 
doubtiu!, perhaps, but that is uot hiv coa- 
cern, for be pays at the rate of aboot ton 
cents a picul for the verlest yubbish, aud 
that seema not unreasonable. He picks up 
mud of some sort, probably at no cost ex. 
cept his trouble; he mixes the mud aod 
coal powder, ‘with all faults and errors of 
eseription” and pressea it ‘with his hands 
into lumpa of about a catty each, These he 
lays out to. dry and harden, and rétaile at 
five cash apiede, mestly to houschuldera and 
launchowaers ina small way. He seems 
quite happy abvut it, blisfally ignorant of 
patent processes. ‘aud limited liability com- 

nies. OF oouree these crude blooke are 
very dirty fnel, and full of faulta; bat the 
jdea is there right enough, and the concern 
Je far ahead of.tbe Hongkong average in the 
poundness. of its financial policy. There is 
no record showing the dimensions of this 
Nagasaki briquette trade; but the estimate.

Our 
chiof expense last year was the now grand 
stand, and we have had to 5 and ame 
more money on this in various alight altet- 
ations, which are incidental to every new 
building, There are two items for this 
aconnt, one of $1898, and the other of 
$409, but of course wo shall oot have this 
expense another yaar, You will eee that the 
item of Sundries is very much reduced, 20 
hoary legal exponses having been incurred. 
On tho whole I think 1 may say that this 
year has been a salisfac'ory one, though 
wo have to deplore the terrible arcident 
that befell our Clerk of the Course, Mr 
Hough, whom we hope shortly to welcome 
again amongst us. His work was under- 
tuken by Mr Hart Buck, and I should 
like to take thia oppottunity of thanking 
him on behslf uf the Club for the efficient 
aud energetic way in which he has done 
it. We were lucky in finding so able a 
substitute ready to our hands, T shall be 
very happy to answer any questions mom- 
bers may wirh to put mo. T trust that 
this next year may be a auccensfal 
one, and I sea no reason why it 
ahold not, Inapive of the war, Shong- 
hai has had good sport, and we have 
managad lo got thirty grifias of which halt 
have already arrived, 50 I look forward |- 
with confidence to a year that will be a 
good one both from 2 aporting avd 6 finan- 
cial point of view.

forces, far awsy beyond whut even the most 
sanguine over expected Japan to ponsent, 
aro being hurriedly pat through the rudi- 
ments of magazine rifle sbooting and bat- 
tolion menosuvres. The original plan wer 
only to use men who hed previous train- 
ing; but thst would limit the available 
forea to 100,000 mon actually in’ Peking.
